War featured the annual meeting 
of Sierra Madre chapter of the 
American Red Cross on Monday. 
W. R. Humpliries, who has de¬ 
voted a large amount of time and 
effort to the office of chairman 
during the year, was re-elected, 
as were the old board of directors.

Total receipts from all sources 
weie $2 k 72..5!), according to re¬ 
ports of Treasurer H. Reavis. 
The chapter income included 
$92S.50 from the annual roll c:ill. 
and .$r)2.ij!l from other sources. 
Th-^ St. E’rancis Dam disaster 
brought special contributions of 
^$970 and the W'est India hurri¬ 
cane .$1011.50. These with the 
balance on hand at the beginning 
of the year make a grand total 
of $3r>r)i.ll. Hishursements were 
as follows: Milk $201.8(1, soldier 
relief $ll(i.(i0, .American National 
^ Red Cross $.'i:ir>..51, stationery and 
^ supplies .$10.1.7(1, groceries $;10..'{(), 
first aid classes $.50, Hood relief 
$7; making a total of .$011.18. 
Cash on hand and in hank was 
•$8,18.43. 

Miss Elizabeth'^Steinberger re¬ 
ported eight regular meetings held 
during the year, one meeting held 
in conjunction with the Kiwarns 
Club, and one special meeting. 
Miss Steinberger, who was al.so 
chairman of the Junior Red Cross, 
reported that the children made 
twelve dozen valentines, five dozen 
Washington’s Birthday favors 
filled with candies, twenty-five 
dozen Easter filies, and three <loz- 
en portfolios filled with paper and 
envelopes. These articles were 
taken to Mrs. Reeder, secretary of 
the Pasadena junior Red Cross, 
who sent them to the various 
hospitals. 

Mrs. Eillen C. Barker, chairman 
of the Welfare committee, re¬ 
ported that forty-.seven home calls 
were made, covering welfare work 
and rehabilitation, nineteen busi¬ 
ness calls, and five intei'views 
held with state officials and offi¬ 
cers of other chapters. She also 
attended the district conference in 
Riverside. One thousand, eight 
hundred and fifty-five (juarts of 
milk were distributed to under¬ 
nourished children and needy pa¬ 
tients during the year. Sierra 
Madre chapter’s main project is 
to help children of poor, tubercu¬ 
lar families. Second hand cloth¬ 
ing and three layette!s were given 
to fifteen needy families. In one 
case a practical nur.se was hired 
for one and a half days until the 
patient could be hospitalized. Gro¬ 
ceries were purcha.sed and laundry 
bills paiil for this family during 
-^he emergency. The wife and 
daughter oP a, transient di.sabled 
war veteran were supplied with 
new shoes. Red Cross sick-room 
supplies were loaned to eleven 
families and fifteen people were 
given first-aid tratment with Red 
jE-Cross supplies. 

The report of W. R. Humph¬ 
ries, chairman, was as follows: 

“The past year has been a busy 
one for the American Red Cross. 
Many major di.sasters have been 
experienced and these catastro¬ 
phes have meant the raising of 
money and the performance of a 
great deal of labor. 

“The St. Francis Dam di.saster 
almo.st* at our door was the first 
call of the year, and our citizens, 
the Woman’s Club ami Boys’ Club 
of the Congregational Church did 
their part, and a total of .$870 
was collected ami remitted to 
headquarters. Eater, the West 
Indian hurricane in September 
brought our forces into action and 
the .sum of $1011..50 collected, this

,A number of alternative prop¬ 
ositions were submitted, as well 
as unit bids for concrete, steel, 
form work, etc. The bids were 
referred to City Engineer Gier- 
lich for checking and comparison. 
'I'he boiird met Thursdy as a com¬ 
mittee of the whole to consider 
the bids, and they will be taken 
up again at an adjourned meet¬ 
ing of the council next Tue.'-day 
afternoon. 

Strong -sentiment in favor of 
taking steps to ensure the con- 
tiiict being handled through local 
channel.s developed among local 
business men after the meeting. 
It was pointed out that the bid of 
H. It. .Steinberger, the only local 
contiactor, was third, being $80.j 
above the low bidder. The hope 
was expressed that some way 
might be found to make the con¬ 
struction job strictly ix local af¬ 
fair, using lociil labor ;ind buying 
materi.'ils through loctil agencies 
as far as possible. 

This sentiment found expicssion 
in tin informal meeting caileil in 
the city hall Wednesday ;ifternoon 
at which I'lesident C. B. Klunk 
of the chamber of commerce pre¬ 
sided. Due regard for the legal 
requirements imposed on the 
council was expressed. .A letter 
drafted to expr<!ss the setitiment 
of the meeting was signed by all 
[U'esent, iind later by many who 
were unable to jittend. It ex- 
pres.sed the urgent desire that 
some legal means might be found 
of handling the construction job 
locally.

The singin|r of the birds on the 
stage, the marvelously be:iuliful 
fie.sta scene during the second act 
is presented as nearly true to the 
time, nearly three ccntifries ago, 
as it has been possible to do.
